The CD-ROM format allows us to include files with a range of 
resolutions allowing you to view and print with greater or less- 
er detail, as need or your computer system dictates.

CONSERVATION TECHNOLOGY 

Once we capture a book or manuscript as digital photographs, 
we are able to put the book safely away. Octavo's digital conser- 
vation process uses less ultraviolet light than a typical photo- 
copy machine. Our lighting techniques generate little percepti- 
ble heat, and average exposure time is less than two minutes 
per page spread. 

We also license our complete digital lab to any institution 
wanting to use our conservation technology for its own collec- 
tions. All schools and libraries receive special discounts and 
generous site licenses for our CD-ROM products.

We don't own these rare books and manuscripts. Instead, we 
become partners with libraries, museums, and individuals, 
assigning a royalty to the owners. Through such partnerships, 
Octavo addresses one of the most pressing problems for mod- 
ern libraries and archives: how to reconcile the responsibility to 
conserve rare materials with the obligation to make them avail- 
able to scholars and the general public.
